Hardy perennials are those plants which die down in Winter, but start again in the Spring from the root, lasting 
many years and flowering every year. Never before have they been so popular, and from present indications of a 
desire for hardy plants, the demand for them will continue to increase, which will make them as popular in the United 
States as they have been in the horticultural centers of Europe for many years. Some are very useful for screens, 
some for hedges, rockeries, steep banks and terraces, others for bedding, edging and bordering and cemetery planting; 
then again others are fine for cutting to be used for table decorations. 


Cultivation is of the simplest, beginning with any good garden soil for a foundation, which may be enriched with 
any good fertilizer, such as well decomposed manure or bone meal, deeply dug, well pulverized, in which the plants 
should be set as early in the season as possible, so as to enable them to become well rooted and established before hot, 
dry weather sets in, keeping the ground well stirred, and where it is not convenient to water the beds during hot,dry 
weather, a mulch of any loose material which will keep the soil from baking will be found beneficial.
